TAC/ADP Monthly Meeting 


The Interagency Committee on Automatic Data Processing 
(IAC/ADP) met on 19 February to discuss the tiplementation of 
Public Law 96-511, The Paperwork Reduction Act, and other items of 
interest. Mr. John Metlicholas from OMS beqan the meeting with a 
brief review of the current freeze on procurement. OME expects 
the freeze to be of short duration and he recommends that aqencies 
continue procurement actions up to the point a contract is ready 
to be sidqned.
